Mr. Tom Clark, the United States 
Attorney-General, told the concluding 
session of the U.J.A. conference here. 

Mr. Henry Morgenthau said that the 
first phase of the campaign would be the 
raising of $50,000,000 by March 2 as an 
emergency fund for security needs in 
Palestine and for European relief.

Elections Demanded

The Hebrew Press ts almost unanimous 
in. demanding the setting up without 
delay of a Jewish Provisional Govern- 
ment, despite the threat of the Colonial 
Secretary that it will be denied recogni- 
tion. It is believed here that once such 
a Government has been established, the 
maioritvy of the States Members of the 
United Nations will grant it recognition, 
thus enabling the Jews to carry on the 
functions of a State and regularising the 
position of their military fo ces. 

At the same time, it is realised that the 
holding of elections during the present 
emergency would be bound to. divert 
hoth energy and funds from security 
needs. and to create some measure of 
internal dissension 


ARABS RECRUITING IN 
ITALY AND FRANCE 


A Rome message States that Arab 
agents are recruiting mercenaries to fight 
against the Jews in Palestine from among 
the Ukrainians, Albanians, Cuircasians 
(former inhabitants of the north-western 
area of the Caucasus), and other groups 
in Italy. who supported the Nazis dur- 
ing the war and are now under the care 
of the [.R.O. 

Men between 22 and 32 years of age, 
both inside and outside the 1.R.O. camps, 
who accept the Arab terms—their fares 
to the Middle East and the maintenance 
of their familics—arebeing given Visas 
by the Governments of Egypt, Syria, and 
Transjordan. The 1.R.O. disclaims any 
knowledge of how these recruits are used 
once they arrive in the Middle East 

\ Paris. report says that French ex- 
Servicemen are being offered $100 weekly 
and all found for service in Arab forces 
fighting in Palestine, according to a 
French ex-officer, who has received such 
an offer from Arab recruiting agents. 

While this recruiting campaign has not 
had much success among Frenchmen, 
about 200 Britons have volunteered, the 
French officer said. They are living in 
hotels at the expense of the recruiting 
office and draw $100 weekly.

PARTITION DEAD” ? 


The United States attitude towards 
the question of the implementation of 
partition in Palestine remains obscure, 
even after a lengthy address by Mr. 
Warren Austin (since endorsed by 
President Truman) at the Security 
Council. A typical comment on his 
speech ts that it amounts to a recom- 
mendation to “do nothing quickly.” 


The Council was informed that it can— 
and indeed must—take action if condi- 
tions in Palestine amount to “a threat 
to world peace and security,” but that rt 
has no right to send forces for the imple- 
mentation Of parutvion. 

Informed quarters in Washington now 
believe that some form of revision of the 
partition decision is almost certain 

The Palestine Commission's report will 
come up for consideration by the 
Security Council again this afternoon

MEMBERS’ QUESTIONS 


{By our Parliamentary Correspondeni| 


JERUSALEM OUTRAGE 


Mr. Eden (Con., Leamington) asked 
the Secretary of State for the Colonies 
on Tuesday whether he was now in a 
position to make a further statement on 
the outrages in Palestine last Sunday. 

The Under-Secretary of State for 
Colonies, Mr. Rees-Williams: “ 
inquiries which are being made locally are 
not yet complete, but it is clear that there 
is no ground for the suggestions that 
members of the British security forces 
were responsible for the saree. The 
Zionists, in response to the challenge to 
produce evidence in support of their 
allegations, have produced none. State- 
ments have been made on behalf of the 
Arabs admitting the responsibility. I 
deeply regret to inform the House that 
the number of British soldiers or police- 
men killed in the incidents immediately 
following the explosion was nine, and not 
eight as siated by me yesterday. No 
further casualties have been reported.” 


ARAB CLAIMS 


Mr. Thurtle (Lab., Shoreditch): “* May 
{I ask the hon. gentleman if he has any 
information from Jerusalem confirming 
the acceptance of responsibility for this 
outrage by the Arabs?" 

Mr. Rees-Williams: “ Yes. Arabic 
pamphicts have appeared in Jerusalem 
to-day, and I have a translation of one 
of these pamphiets which is to the effect: 

“A group of Arab commandos carried out, 
by blowine up Huildings in the Ben Yehuda 
Street in Jerusalem, reprisals for the Jewish 
bomb in the Ramich We warn the Jewish 
Community thai if they do not stop biowing 
op houses and killing innocent people we shall 
take severe revenge. ‘¢ have enough cxpio- 
gives to blow up all the chicf Jewish towns 
and colonies m Palestine. An cye for an cye 
and a tooth for a woth —Signed Abdul Khader 
Husscin:” 

Mr. Cocks (Lab., Broxtowe): “In view 
of the statement the Minisicr has just 
made, have any steps been taken to arrest 
Abdul Khader Hussein?” 

Mr. Rees-Williams: “Abdul Khader 
Hussein: ts very difficult to catch.” 


ARAB DENIAL 


iA telephone message from members of the 
Arad Higher Executive in Cairo to Jerusalem on 
Tuesday dcnied the alicged statement by Abdul 
Husscini claimne that Arabs were responsible 
for the Ben Yehuda Stree: outrage Husseini, 
they sand, had not been in Paicstine for the 
Previous four days | 


Mr, Rees-Wiliams was questioned by 
Mr. S. S. Silverman (Lab., Nelson and 
Cotne) on Wednesday about the repudia- 
Gon of the documen alleged to admit 
responsibility for the Jerusalem outrage 
by the Arab Higher Committee. 

Mr. Rees-Willhams said he had seen a 
Press report of the repudiation said to 
have been made by the Arab Higher 
Committee but it was a fact that such a 

mphict had been circulated in Jerusa- 

m on Tuesday. 

Asked by Mr. Eden whether he would 
stand by hus declaration of the previous 
Gay that no British personne! had any 
responsibility for the outrage. Mr. Rees- 
Williams rephed;: “I entirely stand by 
that statement.” 

Mr. Silverman, Mr. Stokes (Lab., 
Ipswich), and Mr. Barnett Janner all 
urged that there should be an inquiry, 
Mr. Silverman saying that it would be 
the very best service to all the people 
interested to hold an inquiry, but Mr. 
Rees-Williams refused to agree. 


PRELIMINARY REPORT 


On Monday, Mr. Eden (Con., Lea- 
mington) had asked the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies if he would make any 
siatement on the incidents in Jerusalem. 

the Under-Secretary of State for the 
Colonies (Mr. Rees-Wilhams): “A pre- 
liminary report received from the High 
Commissioner states that at 6.5 a.m, on 
Sunday, February 22, a convoy of three 
military-type trucks and one police-type 
armoured car were observed. traveling 
towards the centre of Jerusalem. The 
occupants wore mulitary and police unt- 
forms. The three trucks parked in Ben 
Yehuda Street, in the Jewish commercial 
centre of Jerusalem. At Sppronsmnatey 
6.25 am. a heavy explosion occurred, 
which completely demolished buildings 
on both sides of the sireet. Casualt 
figures so far available are 27 killed. 
32 seriously injured, 48 slightly injured. 
Shortly afier the explosion had taken 

lace, the armoured car was observed 
ell Jerusalem along the Jafla Road 
at great speed. This. vehicle bore an 
identification number of which there is 
mo trace in police records. Both mil- 
tary trucks and police armoured cars 
have been stolen in recent disturbances. 

“ investigations are being made into 
the resp nsibihity for this incident, and 
1 will make a further statement to the 
House as soon as possible Responsi- 
bility has not yet been established, but 
1 can say at once that the authorities 
have found nothing to confirm the allega- 
tion understood to have been broadcast 
in Palestine that members of the British 
Security forces were involved, and the 
Zionist authorities have been challenged 
to produce any evidence in support of 
this charge, which, as the Palestine 

overnment have said, is unbelievable. 

Foliowing the incident, feeling in 
Jeruss!m hes been very tense, and eight 


members of the British security forces 
have been killed in subsequent incidents. 
British police have been withdrawn from 
billets. 

“His Majesty's Government deplore 
this outrage and the loss of life involved, 
and they deeply regret that reprisals 
should have been taken against members 
of His Majesty's forces and of the Pales- 
tine Police. am sure that the House 
would wish to extend their sympathy to 
the relatives of those who have lost their 
lives, or sustained injury, in these deplor- 
able occurrences.” 


ARRESTS OF JEWS 


Mr. Skinnard (Lab., BE. Harrow) asked 
the Secretary of Siate for the Colonies 
why 27 Jews were arresied at Metulla on 
February 4 immediately afier an Arab 
attack from Syria and their arms con- 
fiscated, thus depriving them of a proper 
means of defence in an exposed and 
dangerous area 

r. Rees-Williams (Under-Secretary): 
“The party of Jews to which my hon. 
friend refers was encountered by che 
security forces on the road from Rosh 
Pinna to Meiulla, several hours after the 
Arab attack in the north had been 
repelled by military units. The 27 Jews 
were arresied for ilegal possession of 
arms, contrary to the Defence ‘(bEmer- 
pescy? Regulations, and were released on 

i) after their arms and ammunition had 
been confiscated.” 


ARMS FOR ARABS 


Mr. A. V. Alexander, in the course of 
his reply to a question by Mr. Benn Levy 
(Lab. Eton and Slough) about the arms 
supplied by the Government to Arabs 
inside or outside Palestine (briefly 
reported in our last issue), stated that the 
following arms had been supplied 

[raQ.—Aircraft, small quantities of 25- 
pounder and anti-tank guns, personal 
weapons, A.A. guns, armoured cars, and 
stores of ammunition for these weapons 

Ecyrr.—-Small arms ammunition and 
maintenance requirements, including the 
exchange of smail numbers of rifles, 
pistols, sub-machine guns, and mortars, 

TRANSJOR8 DAN.—Day-to-day main- 
tenance requirements, mainly ammuni- 
tion and transport, for the Transjordan 
Army of 6,000 troops, plus certain 
weapons and equipmeni which will be 
required by that Army on the reorganisa- 
tion made essential by our withdrawal 
from Palestine in the near future. 


MARTIAL LAW 


In the course of replies to questions 
on safeguarding British forces in Pales- 
tine, Mr. A; V. Alexander said that 
immediate responsibility for the protec- 
tion of the lives of British personnel 
rested with the local commanding officers 
Asked whether he considered, if martial 
law were declared, there were sufficicni 
troops and police i the country to main- 
tain martial law, Mr. Alexander said, 
“ Certainly.” 

Mr. Bevin, replying to a supplementary 
question by Mr. Warbey (Lab., Luton) 
asking for practical and constructive 

oposals to be framed for Uaned 

ations Forces im Palestine, repeated 
that the Government could not take part 
in forcing partition in Palestine or in any 
solution noi accepiable to the Arabs and 
the Jews.

ment in Palestine up to December 31 lasi 


ARAB INFILTRATION 


Mrs. Ayrton Gould asked the Secre- 
tary of State for War whether the Army 
authorities in Palestine had any previous 
information that an armed Arab >and 
was preparing to cross from Transjordan 
into Palestine on January 24, and what 
measures were taken to prevent their 
entry. 

Mr. Monslow asked the Secretary of 
State for War whether the troops guard- 
ing the Jordan bridges at the time oi ihe 
infiltration of over 700 armed Arabs on 
January 24 were all British or whether 
some were troops of the Arab Legion 

Mr. Shinwell: “1 have calicd for a 
report on this matter from the muiitary 
authorities overseas. When tu has been 
received | will write to my hon. frends.” 


MOSLEY AND ITALIANS 


Mr. Emrys Hughes (Lab., S. Ayrshire) 
asked the Secretary of State tor Foreign 
Affairs what documenis. relating to Suit 
Oswald Mosley’s visit to Laly and his 
relations with Ltalian FPascists were cap- 
tured by the Allied Forces: and if he 
would publish them 

Mr. McNeil: “Some documents in- 
ferrine that Sir Oswald Mosicy was in the 
closest. association with the. lialan 
Fascist Government are in Our posses- 
sion However, since our researches 
through the Italian papers and archives 
in our pemeren are not yet completed, 
and will proceed very siowly since the 
documents seem to be of secondary im- 
portance, | am not yet in a position to 
answer the second part of the question.”’

Reviving Interest in 
Synagogue

An organisation to be known as the 
Association of Bevis Marks Yehidim, 
Yehidot, and Congreganies, has been 
formed for the purpose of reviving and 
furthering the general interest in and 
activities of the historic synagogue of 
Bevis Marks. The inauguration was cele- 
brated by a reception on Sunday in the 
Vesiry Offices of the synagogue, Heneage 
Lane, London, E.C. 

Mr. Herbert Bueno de Mesquita. who 
presided, said that they regretted the 
absence of Mr. Charles E. Scbag-Monte- 
fiore, the President of the Elders, who 
had met with an accident His place 
was being taken that afternoon by Mr. 
Neville J. Laski, K.C., the Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Elders. 


Youth Interested 


For some years, said the Chair- 
man, they had tended to live on thew 
past, but in recent years there had been 
a considerable revival of interest. That 
revival was due to the fact that they had 
the youth of the congregation interested 
They had very efficrent Hebrew classes 
at Lauderdale Road, and the youth were 
being increasingly encouraged to partici- 
pate im the life of the synagogue 

It was felt that the best way of reviv- 
ing the life of the congregation of Bevis 
Marks would be to try to interest the 
many young Sefardim of the district. 
With that end in view, they were con- 
sidering opening classes in that part of 
London. Accommodation could be 
found if only they could find the 
children. 

They wanted the older members to 
come back to the Bevis Marks Syna- 
gogue, and they also wanted to sei up 
a Ladies’ Committee 

Mr. Neville J. Laski said that as the 
numbers of Sefardim were small and 
tended to decline, they musi make up 
for the lack of numbers by an increase 
in enthusiasm. The privilege of belong- 
ing to thal congregation ought to spur 
them to considerable enthusiasm 

Mr. Samuel 1. Mendoza. Parnas-Press- 
dente, said that the new Association was 
nota separatist movement. The Mahamad 
who were with them, were interested in 
the congregation as a whole. 


HOME FOR AGED JEWS 
Financial and Building Problems 


[By a Jewisn CuronicLte Reporter| 


With a present annual expenditure of 
£20000. the Home for Aged Jews, 
Nightingale Lane, London, is in urgent 
need of increased support if it is to 
maintain and improve the facilities at 
the Home. This was stated at the annual 
meeting of Governors and subscribers of 
the Home on Sunday. 

Moving the adoption of the annual 
report for 1946, the President, Captain 
Michael Franklin, said they had been 
trying during the year to find a site suil- 
able for a new building for the Home 
A site had been chosen and plans had 
been drawn up. but, unfortunately, the 
authorities thought that u should be used 
for another purpose 

Mr. S| Heiser. one of the Vice-Presi- 
dents, in seconding the adoption of the 
report, said they had spent over £500 
to convert the Mocatta ward imto an 
infirmary ward, with 22 beds for women 
The men's infirmary ward had been 
transferred trom the Prager to the 
Federation ward. A library had ‘been 
opened and film shows had been given 
every fortnight 
We are stfiving,” said Mr. Heiser 
to get away from institutional life at 
the Home. Our people have lived in the 
community all their lives and they do 
not want to be taken away from the 
community and be isolated somewhere in 
the countryside.” 


Need for More Funds 


The Treasurer, Mr. George Hyman, 
moved the adoption of the income and 
expenditure account and balance-sheet 
for 1946, and said that they had had to 
borrow from their extraordinary income 
to meet the costs of running the Home 
Ordinary expenditure exceeded ordinary 
income by more than £1,200 

It was stated in the annual report that 
the Home would in no way be affected 
by the new Health Service Act, and that 
it would depend for its upkeep solely on 
the community 

A tribute to the work being done by 
the Home's Aid Societies was paid by 
Mr. A. G. Grubert. The staff, honorary 
and official, were thanked on the motion 
of Mrs. G. Hyman 

Captain M. Franklin was re-clected 
President ; the Rt. Hon. Lord Rothschild, 
G.M.. and Col D. F. Samuel, D.S.O., 
Hon. Vice-Presidenits; Messrs. EB. L

A SENSE OF DIRECTION 


“ And the Lord repented of the evil 
which he thought to do unio His 
people.” (Exodus 14) 


HE sin of the Golden Calf wands 
out clearly as Israels paramount 
transgression.

HISTORY OF JEWISH EDUCATION

BOMB BLASTS BEN YEHUDA STREET 
54 Jews Die in Jerusalem Outrage 


[From our Own Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


Wholesale loss of life and destruction 
of property occurred in Jerusalem early 
on Sunday morning. 

Two truckloads carrying an estimated 
weigh of three or four tons of ex 
sives were brought into the central 
Yehuda Stree: and blew up with wemen- 
dous force, blasting three buildings and 
burying scores beneath the wreckage. 

Three lorries, according to the siate- 
ments of eye-witmesses, were driven to 
the crossing of Ben Yehuda Street and 
Hillel Hacohen Street, preceded by a 

lice armoured car, and men wearing 

haki police or miltary uniform were 
seen running from the trucks to the 
armoured car a few minutes before the 
explosion. Hagana experts are assemb- 
ling fragments of one of the trucks for 
further exXamination. 

Fifty-four bodies had been extrncated 


by midday Tuesday ; hag missing, 61

Hundreds Homeless 


Four bundred were rendered homeless 
in the dens ly-populated areca when 
scores of -homes were wrecked, 
smashed, and property destroyed. 

Ihe Atlantic and Amdursky hotels 
were shattered: it was in the former that 
many deaths occurred, as serves as a 
residential hotel for people evacuated 
from Hassolcl Street after the bilasung 
of the Pacestine Post offices and piant. 
Ihe huge concrete roof of the Atlanuc 
fell im, masses of debris complicat- 
ine the work of the rescuers, who 
laboured vahantly for three days with 
the use of an Army five-ton cane, a 
mobile winch. and other borrowed cquip- 
meni. 

Within four minutes of the explosion 
i was an eye-witness of its effects. Cut 
and bleeding people wandered as mm a 
daze, while several large fires broke out 
simultaneously [he scene resembled 
nothing so much as a London binz The 
moans of the injured and dying, and 
the hysterical weeping of lost children 
wailing for their mothers, rose to a 
crescendo above’ the dull rumble of col- 
lapsing masonry and the tinkk of 
millions of square feet of glass shaiter- 
ing A huge column of b-own-grey 
smoke mushroomed inwo the air, filled 
with choking particlés of plaster and dust 

Within a matter of minutes, volunteer 
rescue squads dashed to the scene and 


began bring.ng out survivors or the dead, 


who lay on the pavements in pathetic 
heaps, covered with shawls or bed- 
spreads Piles of clothing, bedding, fur- 
niture, and household goods were flung 
haphazardly outside the houses as thei 
occupants tried to save what they could 
of their belongings.-: [t was a_ heart- 
rending sight as the bewildered victims 


stumbled over the wreckage or the 
hosepipes that littered the streets. 
Ali manner of conveyances were used 
to carry the injured to the hospi- 
tals, which rapidly became full wo over- 
flowing. Even a baker's van, carrying 
new bread for the early morning distribu- 
was turned into a blood-soak 

ambulance. Army ambulances and fire 
engines arrived, but were later compelled 
to leave when the temper.of the crowds 
grew hostile against the British, because 
of suspicions that British troops were 
involved in the outrage. This developed 
later on Sunday into attacks on passing 
British vehicles, and an attack on the 
ae police billet on the upper Jaffa 


oad. 

Nine British soldiers and lice have 
lost their lives following the Ben Yehuda 
explosion 

An immediate effect of the explosion 
was to lead the Jewish Agency to renew 
its representations io the authorities for 
the removal of British troops and police 
from the Jewish areas of Jerusalem, and 
to order military and police vehicles to 
submit to inspection at Jewish road 
barriers. A Jewish Agency spokesman 
said thal no written condolences had 
been received from the High Commis- 
sioner or the Chief Secretary in connec- 
uon with the disaster. 

A committee of victims of the outrage 
has been elected to approach the Govern- 
ment district authorities with the demand 
that they should bear the full financial! 
consequences of the explosion. 


British Accused 


Asked abou, responsibility for the ex- 
plosion, a Jewish Agency spokesman 
Stated: “We do not believe that any Arab 
fighting organisation in Palestine was 
responsible. We have no doubi in our 
minds that British personnel perpetrated 
the outrage. 

The Arabic Press on Tuesday published 
a denial of reports in the Cairo Press 
that Abdul Kader Husseini, field com- 
mander in the Jerusalem Arab area, 
could have organised the explosion, 
pointing out that he is now in Caro, 
and, hence, could have had no hand in 
the aftair 

The board: of inquiry established by 
the Jewish Agency and the Vaad Leumi 
into the curcumstances of the Ben Yehuda 
explosion consists of three members of 
the English Bar practising in Jerusalem, 
Messrs. Edward David -Goitein, Asher 
Leviuzky, and Israel Olschan.

1942. amounted to £30000, it was 
mae announced in Jerusalem last 
week. 

Commenting on this, a Jewish cy 
spokesman pointed out that the ex-Mufti 
of Jerusaicm was still virtually in control 
of the Supreme Mosiem Council 
whose straitened finances the award was

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SECURITY COUNCIL AND PALESTINE 
New Committce Proposed 


[From our United Nations Correspondent—Lake Success] 


The atutude of the Unued States 
towards the problem of the impiementa- 
nen of partition was expounded, rather 
than clucidated, by the American dele- 
gate, Mr. Warren Austin, at the opening 
of the Security Council meeting on Tues- 
da, 

As declared, m effect, that the Security 
Council was empowered to take action 
if vt were shown that there existed in 
Palestine a threal to international peace, 
but that i had no mandate to enforce 
partition. He sugeesied the formation 
of a committee, consisting of the five 
Great Powers. to consult with the Com- 
mission, the Mandatory Power, and the 
Palestine communities 

fe added that if the Council should 
decide that it was necessary to use armed 
force to maintarmn peace, the United States 
would be “ready to consult under the

“No Reason for Pessimism ” 


Declaring that there was “ no reason 
for excessive pessimism,” he § said:

mind the desirability of the following 
specific steps, which the Council might 
take at once: 

“(a) To accept the tasks which the 
General Assembly asked the Security

“(b) To establish a committee of the 
Council, comprising the five Permanent 
Members, to look at once into the ques- 
“on ot the possible threats to inter- 
national peace arising im connection with 
the Palestine situation, and to consult 
with the Palestine Commission, the Man- 
datory Power, and representatives of the 
principal communities of Palestine con- 
cerning the implementation of the 
General Assembly s recommendation ; 

“(c) To call upon all Governments, all 
peoples, particularly in and around Pales- 
tine, to take all possible action to pre- 
vent or reduce the disorders now occur- 
ring Palestine 


U.S. Proposal Analysed 


While the U.S. proposal, taken at its 
face value would provide for a small 
sirong commiuttee.to prepare for Security 
Council action, this impression does not 
prevail on analysis. The proposed com- 
mittee would consist of the Mandatory 
Power, which has again strongly stressed 
its unwillingness to participate in the im- 
plementation of partition, China, which 
only a few days ago declared that it was 
still opposed to partition, France, which 
voted in favour only reluctantly and is 
ever mindful of her African territories. 
and the United States, and the Soviet 
Union, who deeply distrust each other. 
although they were both in favowr of 
partition 

Throwing the whole problem of. en- 
forcement back into the lap of such a 
committee would im practice, almost 
amount to a reconsideration of the entire 
plan 

Some quarters here believe the whole 
tenor and delivery of Mr. Austin’s speech 
indicated the United States’ extreme 
precedent-consciousness.” Mr Austin 
declared that “ut is of first importance 
to the future of the United Nations that

the precedent to be esiablished should be 
in full accord with the terms of the 
Charter. The interpretation of these 
terms will seriously affcct the future 
acuons of the Unned Nations in other 
cases. 

Discussing the question whether there 
exists a danger to peace, Mr. Austin 
stated: “ A finding by the Security C oun- 
cil that a danger to peace exists, places 
all members of the United Nations. 
regardiess of their views, under the 
obligation to assist the Council in main- 
taining peace. 

“ If the Security Council should decide 
that it is mecessary to use armed force 
to international peace in con- 
nection with Palestine,” he continued. 
“the United States would be ready to 
consult under the Charter, with a view 
to such action as may be necessary. 
Such consultation would be required in 
view of the fact that agreement has not 
yet been reached making armed forces 
available to the Security Council under 
the terms of Article 43 of the Charter.” 


“ Forceful Measures ” 


_ This statement was immediately quali- 
hed by the following declaration: “ 
Security Council is authorised to take 
forceful measures with respect to Pales- 
tine to remove a threat to international 
peace. Ihe Charter docs not empower 
the Security Council to enforce a_politi- 
cal settlement, whether it is pursuant to 
a recommendation of the General 
Assembly or of the Council itself. The 
Council, under the Charter. can take 
action to prevent aggression § against 
Palestine from the outside; the Council. 
by these same powers, can take action 
‘oO prevent a threat to international peace 
and security from inside Palestine. But 
this action must be directed solely to the 
maintenance of international peace. The 
Council's action is difected to keeping 
the peace. and not to enforcing 
partition 

Mr. Austin went on to declare that 
“although not bound under the Charter 
to accept and carry out the General 
Assembly's recommendations,” the 
Security Council was nevertheless “ ex- 
pected to give great weight to them.” 

Referring to “ internecine hostilities.” 
he added: “If these conditions continue. 
this Council must consider whether or 
not the situation in Palestine is a threat 
to international peace.” 

Action that might be taken could be 
of two kinds, he said. In the.first place, 
“ the Security Council should go im- 
mediately into the question of ‘the main- 
tenance or. restoration of international 
peace. The second type of action should 
be directed towards giving effect to the 
recommendation of the General 
Assembly, with the full use of. but within 
the limitations of, the powers of the 
Council under the Charter.” 


British Attitude 


Mr. Creech Jones, speaking after the 
L'nited States delegate, repeated that the 
British Government “ cannot reasonably 
be asked to contribute to. whatever line 
of action the United Nations may now 
think necessary to implement the General 
Assembly's resolution.” 

He added that “all nations seemed 
relreeved to know” that Britain's inten- 
ion was completely to withdraw and 
io disentangle herself. from Palestine 
“ We cannot now take a course which 
may entangle her again.” Britain musi 
stand on her former declarations and 
“ retuse either individually or in asso- 
ciation with others to impose the United 
Nations plan by force.” 

Indicating that Britain would not use 
her veio, hé concluded: “ The logic of 
our course 1S to absiain from voting on 
the problem of enforcement.” 


»syrian Delegate’s Attack 


During the afternoon session. 
which Mr. Lie was absent. the Syrian 
delegate, Faris el Khouri, delivered an 
attack on. the Palestine decision -On 
legal grounds, he held that the General 
Assembly's decision was not binding, nor 
could he consider the Palestine Commis- 
sion legally constituted. 

After thirty years, he said, the United 
Kingdom had found the Mandate un- 
workable, and partition would be even 
more unworkable. He asked the Council 
to reconsider the whole problem, in 
which he was supported by the Colom- 
bian delegaie, who advocated calling a 
new session of the General Assembly 

lt was learned on Tuesday that Senator 
Vicente Francisco, of the Philippines, 
had resigned from the Palestine Com- 
mission, due to the pressure of oiher 
work. He will continue to’ serve until 
his successor is named by the. Philip- 
pines 

Phe Secunty Council adjourned late on 
Tuesday until Wednesday afternoon. 


President Truman. in a statement on 
Tuesday, declared: “ The Palestine situa- 
tion has been and is the deep concern 
of this Government. . The position 
has been accurately presented by Ambas- 
sador Austin in his speech before the 
Security Council.”’—4( Reuter.) 

Addressing the University Round Table 
in Chicago on Sunday, Mr. Creech Jones 
criticised Governments, such as that of 
the United States, who, “having no 
responsibility themselves with regard to 
Palestine, nevertheless never hesitate to 
tell us what we should do, and take 
active steps to merease our difficulties.” 
Implementation of partition, he added, 
was a United Nations task and nota 
British one.—4) T.A.) 


BRITISH “NEUTRALITY ” 
CONDEMNED 


Jewish Agency Memorandum 


|\From our United Nations C orrespondent| 
Lake Success 


Charges the British Admunistra- 
ton and police in Palestine are made by 
the Jewish Agency in a_ 12,000-word 
memorandum to the Palestine Commius- 
sion that has been made public this week. 
Unless mternational action is taken, the 
memorandum says, there will be a full- 
scale Arab attack on the U.N. decision. 

“ But for the efforts of Hagana and of 
the Jewish Communities throughout the 
world,” wt declares, “we would have 
witnessed in Palestine a massacre of Jews 
by Arabs, with the Mandatory remaining 
neutral and passive.” 

Agency rejects as “ untenable” 
recent statements by Sir Alexander 
Cadogan and Mr. Creech Jones, and 
alleges that British “ neutrality ~ fails to 
distinguish between aggressor and victim. 
The Palestine Administration, it claims, 
is obstructing the United Nations Pales- 
tine Commission and at the same time 
failing to maintain law and order. Arab 
attacks will be stronger, and Jewish 
defence weaker, as a direct consequence 
of the Mandatory Government's policy 
and practice 


Encouraging Aggression 


The memorandum marshals evidence 
to show that the Arabs have been 
“ nowerfully encouraged” by the atmo- 
sphere of tolerance and relauve impunity 
in which they have been able to operate. 
The British, it goes on, maintain on Pales- 
tine soil a foreign army—the Arab 
Legion—the members of which perpetrate 
violence against the Jewish population, 
and at the same time they continue to 
deliver arms to the Arab States despite 
the fact that the Arabs have proclaimed 
their intention to continue a_ policy of 
aggression, while the Jewish Community 
is refused permission to organise, Openly 
and legally, its own defence 

The Agency ascribes the breakdown of 
law and order in Palestine to. the Govern- 
ments fear of the implemeniation of the 
United Nations policy, and maintains 
that the refusal to allow the immediate 
formation of a Jewish militia 1s causing 
the deaths of many Jews. A militia, tt 
points out, cannot be created overnight, 
yet the responsibility for the lives of ever 
man, woman, and child im the Jewis 
State will, presumably, pass, on the mght 
of May 15 to the embryonic Jewish 
militia. 

The Mandatory Power 1s accused of 
tendentiously portraying the Jews rather 
than the Avabe as aggressors, and the 
memorandum cites a number of occasions 
on which Government communiqués have 
blamed the Jews for opening hostilities, 
and have subsequently admitted che 
falsity of the original accusaiion. 


CANADIAN SYMPATHY 
WITH ARABS 


Twenty-three per cemt of the Canadian 
people sympathise with the Arab case in 
Palestine. while only 19 per cent favour 
the Jewish side, and S58 per cent have no 
particular sympathies, according to a 
Gallup poll, the results of which have 
been released in Montreal.—J.T.A.) 


AMBULANCE FOR 
PALESTINE 


In connection with the recent destruc- 
tion of at least two Magen David Adom 
ambulances in Palestine, when the Jeru- 
salem offices of the PaLesTINE PosT were 
blown up, Friends of M.D.A. in Great

WHITEHALL “ BOMB” 
Police Statement 


a Jewisn CHRONICLE Keporter| 


An anonymous caller, speaking im a 
foreign accent, | was told at Scotland 
Yard on Tuesday, when | made inquiries 
about a reported * bomb ™ incident, rang 
up the Palace Chambers, Bridge Street, 
London, part of which is occupied by the 
Colonial Office, on Monday afternoon 
and warned the occupants to leave the 
premises in three minutes, as they were 
going to be blown up. 

The police arrived within five minutes, 
the statement went on, and discovered 
behind the glass doors in the main hall 
of the building a cardboard box, 18 
inches by 12, containing two large dry- 
cell batteries attached by a wire tu a glass 
jar containing fluid. A Home Office 
inspector of explosives disconnected the 
wire, and the box and contents were then 
removed to the Home Office for examina- 
ion. 

There were some markings on the box, 
but at the time of my imgquiry their 
meaning had not been established. The 
police have since stated that the markings 
were of a “ Jewtsh character.”

SEVERE SENTENCES 
ON WAR CRIMINALS 


Nuremberg Condemns 
Eight Generals 


The trial of ten German generals who 
have been on trial for some months 
charged with war crimes commnicd by 
troops under their command during the 
occupation of the Balkan States. was 
concluded by an American military 
tribunal at Nuremberg last week. Eight 
were sentenced to long terms of imprison- 
ment and two were acquitted. 

Field-Marshal Wilhelm von List. a 
former commander-in-chief in South. 
East Europe, was sentenced to imprison- 
ment for life, the charges agains: him 
including the killing of innocen: Jews 
and partisans as reprisals for the death 
of German soldiers in the Balkans. The 
judgment stated that the execution of 100 

elgrade Jews on July 25. 1941. because 
a 16-year-old Serb girl had thrown a 
bottle of petrol at a German allecedly 
at Jewish instigation, was plain murder.

POLES SELL JEWS

The history of the genocide discussions 
to date is that in December. 1946, the 
General Assembly unanmous!y resolved 
that genocide was a crime under inter- 
national law, and requested Ecosoc to 
draw up a draft convention on the sub- 
ect.

General prepared a draft, being assisicd 
in this by the well-known expert on 
international law, Raphaec! Lemkin, 
formerly adviser to the U.S. Prosecutor 
at the Nuremberg trials. This draft 
was circulated to Governments, and sub- 
mitted, in June, 1947, to the Commitice 
on Codification and Development of 
International Law, and in July, 1947, to 
Ecosoc. Neither of these bodies took 
action, however, on the ground that their 
members had no instruction from their 
Governments on how to deal with the 


matter 
Ecosoc’s Task 


The draft thereupon came before the 
General Assembly later in the year. and 
it was decided, in November, to call on 
Fcosoc to continue its work on the sup- 
pression of genocide, and to submit a 
draft convention to this year’s Assembly, 
to be held in Paris during September. 
In doing so, i was recommended, it 
should take account of the fact that the 
international Law Commission, to be set 
up by the next session of the Assembly, 
had been given the task of formulating 
the principles recognised in the Charter 
of the Nuremberg Tribunal, as well as 
a dratt code of offences against peace 
and sccurity, 

Ecosoc was informed at the same time 
that it need not wait for the comments 
of Governments before starting its work. 
Boih these points, in the words of Dr. 


Lemkin, indicate that the Gencral 
Assembly now considers the matter to 
be urecnt.

Committees are beme formed in which 
labour and industrial groups will be 
represented. 


AGAINST DISCRIMINATION 


The Senate Labour Committee 
approved, by a vote of 7 to 5, a bill to 
esiablish a Fair Employment Practices 
Commiticee whose task will be to prevent 
discrimination m employment against 
Jews, Negroes,and other minority groups 
in the United States Among those 
voting in opposition to the measure was 
Senator Robert Taft (Republican, Ohio), 
a leading contender for the Republican 
presidential nomination. 

The task of ending discrimination. -aid 
Senator Taft, “must be done on a 
voluntary basis through education and 
not by compulsory Federal action.” The 
bill is now scheduled to come up tor 
discussion in the Senate where Southern 
Democrats are likely to conduct a fili- 
buster im an effort to kill it. 


NAZI DOCTORS’ APPEALS 


The U.S. Supreme Court has refused, 
by a vote of five to three, to consider the 
cases of 14 Nazi doctors found guilty by 
the Nuremberg War Crimes Tribunal oi 
inhuman medical experiments on pris- 
oners. and concentration camp victims, 
says a J.T.A. message from Washington. 
The 14 doctors appealed to the Supreme 
Court for a reversal of their convictions 
by the Nuremberg court last August 

The doctors were all Nazi military per- 
sonnel of high rank, including Dr. Karl 
Brandt, personal physician to Hitler. 
were convicted of. pirforming 
medical experiments on Jews and other 
prisoners. 1oicluding sterilisation, and of 
executing some by freezing and in gas 
chambers 

Seven of the 14 had been sentenced to 
death, but had won a stay of sentence 
until they could appeal to the Supreme 
Court. Five are serving life sentences, 
one a 2()-year sentence and another a 
15-year term. No further avenue of 
appeal is open. to them

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LEADERSHIP CRISIS 


THE storm clouds are gatherimg ever more 
ominously over Palestine and, since our 
destinies are inevitably interlinked, over the 
whole of Jewry. The question with which 
the Security Council of the United Nations 
is now confronted, 1s whether or not it can 
avert the cataclysm which threatens the 
peace of the Middle East and perhaps the 
existence of the United Nations organtsa- 
tion itsell 


At Lake Success the stage has now been 
reached where-—Great Britain having once 
seain made it abundantly clear that it will 
beat no share in the enforcement of the 
partition scheme, on the grounds that it 
is Not acceptable to both parties to the dis- 
pute-—the United States, who were the main 
protagonists of the scheme at the Assembly, 
are now forced into the position of sug- 
gesting how it is to be implemented in the 
ight of the Palestine Commussion'’s report 
hat a non-Palestinian military force 1s

It is inadequate 
to argue that the Yishuv is at war and that 
no criticism of the Agency can be tolerated. 
The Yishuv is not at war—yet. But very 
soon it may be, and then it will, perhaps, be 
too late to make any changes—though the 
British did not argue thus when they 
changed Prime Ministers tn the dark spring 
of 1940, The urgent task at the moment ts 
to prevent open hostilities from breaking 
out, and not to “ Cry, “Havoc!” and let slip 
the dogs of war.” The supreme tragedy in 
Zionist politics is that the one leader who 
possesses the qualities of statesmanship 
(though he is old and infirm, he is still a 
powerful force) is outside the ranks of the 
Agency leadership. Chaim Weizmann, who 
was thrown overboard at the last Zionsst 
Congress, is, without question, the man who 
is most needed to-day. His place is on the 
bridge as undisputed captain of the ship. 
The majority of British Zionists have always 
supported him in the past. To-day they 
should demand that he return to the post 
from which (through no fault of theirs) he 
was cjected 15 months ago. 


MARRIAGE GUIDANCE 


IT is evident that the subject of marriage 
guidance is very much under public dis- 
cussion at the present time. An indication 
of its general importance comes from a 
Government statement issued this week. 
It is announced that the Home Secretary 
has appointed a departmental committee to 
consider on what lines marriage guidance as 
a form of social service can be most advan- 
iageously developed in England and Wales 
if assisted by Exchequer grants, and to con- 
sider on what basis Exchequer grants could 
properly be made to this service. Such 
official recognition shows the rapid progress 
made by this voluntary movement. Scarcely 
a decade has elapsed since the Marriage 
Guidance Council was brought into being. 
In a short while the work spread widely 
throughout the country. Many local groups 
and councils came into existence, and to co- 
ordinate these, the National Marriage Guid- 
ance Council was established early last year. 
Its programme includes educational and 
instructional activities, personal service and 
advice, and scientific research work. © Its 
fundamental purpose is the safeguarding of 
marriage and tamily life at a time of great 
social change and upheaval in the world. 
Different: religious communities. naturally 
have their own particular approach to this 
vital problem, and there are many aspects of 
lundamental importance trom the point of 
view of age-long Jewish tradition. 


Some of these aspects were touched upon 
in a recent leadmg article in this paper. 
One suggestion which we then made. has 
already borne practical fruit. The Council 
of Jews’ College has adopted our proposal 
to include the 


subsect tn its next series of 
Universit, 


Extension Lectures. Arrange- 
ments have been made tor the curriculum 
in the Summer Term to tnclude a course by 
Rabbi K. Kahana on the “ Talmudic Laws 
of Marriage.” Articles and correspondence 
and news reports in our columns indicate 
that this subject arouses the tiveliest interest. 
ihis is entirely to the good, for apathy and 
indiflerence—particularly on a matter of 
special concern to the younger generation— 
would spell religious stagnation. The first 
essential is for reliable and authoritative 
information about Rabbinical. teaching, as 
the mere layman is apt to be bewildered by 
conflicting or distorted versions. Dayan 
Abramskt's article in this paper and Dayan 
Swilt’s lecture, therefore, rendered a_ real 
ervice in this direction, Most. welcome, 
too, is the issue in Jerusalem of. the first 
volume of “ Otzar Ha-Poskim,” which is 
designed to incorporate all extant Rabbini- 
cal responsa. This encyclopaedic work 
should provide an indispensable basis for 
the future development of Talmudic Law. 
In Britain, also, another guide to knowledge 
is being provided by the approaching com- 
piction: of the monumental English version 
of the Talmud under the editorship of Rabbi 
Dr. | Epstein. The two newly-published 
Soncino Press volumes comprise the Seder 
Tohoroth, which includes. the treatises 
Niddah and Mikwaoth. But such works are 
rather for the expert, and the practical 
purport of their teaching needs to be popu- 
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larly explained. This duty appears to have 
been undertaken up to a point by the League 
of Jewish Womanhood (which, incidentally, 
should not be confused with such different 
organisations as the League of Jewish 
Women and the Union of Jewish Women). 
The President and Chairman of this body 
are respectively Mrs. David Sassoon and 
Mrs. H. Lazarus. Hts activities are the 
subject of considerable discussion and critt- 
cism in our correspondence columns, which 
should ultimately help to clarify the lines 
along which knowledge of Tahara can best 
be given. At the same time, it should not be 
overlooked that men as well as women need 
proper instruction regarding the duties 
which preserve the sanctity and purity of 
Jewish family lIife. 

Many problems await urgent solution 
regarding the application of the Rabbinical 
marriage laws to the conditions of modern 
life. This has been fully recognised by the 
followers of Orthodox Judaism, some of 
whom, a quarter of a century ago, colla- 
borated in founding the Council for the 
Amelioration of the Legal Position of the 
Jewess. Its objects were admirably defined 
as follows: “To press tor such measures 
of relief as would bring practical help to 
Jewish women who, under existing laws, 
would be liable to sufler serious hardship: 
to consult with Jewish communal workers 
and organisations throughout the worid 
respecting the legal disabilities of Jewesses: 
to consult with Jewish scholars regard- 
ing the best methods to employ to obtain the 
desired results; and to lay these considered 
demands ultimately before a World Con- 
gress of Orthodox Rabbis.” It would be 
interesting to know what success has 
attended the Council's labours during the 
past quarter of « century. For it is certain 
ihat the need for the realisation of its 
objects ‘Was never more apparent. And, as 
we have often had occasion to stress, the 
growth of the Yishuv has at long last 
rendered feasible the summoning in the 
Holy Land of a Sanhedrin to determine 
these and other cognate religious questions. 

But these theological aspects of marriage 


curdance cannot usefully be considered 
alone. Not merely Rabbis and Ministers of 


religion, but educationists, social workers, 
medical men; psychologists, and — others 
must collaborate in this work. All these 
interests need to take counsel together if 
Jewish marriage guidance in any real sense 
is to be effective. It should, therefore, not 
be beyond one of our religious or social 
organisations, or even a number of respon- 
sible tndividuals, to take the ‘initiative in 
summoning a tully representative Anglo- 
Jewish conierence to discuss this vital 
matter in all its bearings. 


MULTUM IN PARVO 


Lue desire for malium in parvo represents a 
natural human imstinct which. finds expression 
in many different ways. Thus, epriomes of the 
iundamentals of Judaism have been found in 
the len Commandments of in the Thirtee: 
Principles of the Faith. Particularly famous for 
its pihy summation of Jewish teaching is the 
story of Hillei. Challenged by a heathen to 
teach him the whole of Judaism while he stood 
on one foot, Hillel answered: “ What ts hatcful 
to thee, do not unto thy fellow-man: this ts the 
whole Law; the rest is mere commentary.” And 
as With the spirit of the Bible, so also with its 
material embodiment. Appreciation of its con- 
tents leads to a desire to have tt as a handy and 
portable vade-mecum. One of the most prized 
possessions of the Jewish Serviceman during the 
recent war was the khaki-coloured booklet of 
Biblical selections compiled by the late Chief 
Rabbi. But it would scem merely the collector's 
urge to possess a curiosity which had led to the 
making of the various miniature Hebrew Bibles 
about which correspondents have been writing 
to this paper. Few, if any, of those vet 
described appear to be of real artistic merit or 
intrinsic rarity, since they are merely miniature 
photographic reproductions of ordinary printed 
editions of the Bible in whole or part. But of 
genuine worth as a miniature and of consider- 
able artistic interest is a Hebrew manuscript of 
the Pentateuch which is in the possession of a 
collector in London. This consists of 460 thin 
leaves in two volumes, and the actual writing on 
each page, beautifully clear and. easily legible 
with the naked eye, occupies an area of 14 inches 
by i} inches, consisting of 12 lines complete 
with vowels and musical points. This was at 
one time in the library at Kensington Palace 
of the Duke of Sussex, son of King George UI, 
and is stated in his catalogue to have been 
written by “ Mr. Yates in Liverpool.” The Mr. 
Yates named is no doubt the same gentleman 
who was the first minister of the Hebrew Con- 
gregation at Liverpool (where he died in 1798), 
and whose brother was an ancestor of Viscount 
Samuel. Lord Swaythling. other  distin- 
guished persons.

ASSIMILATION AND NATIONALISM

being bandied about somewhat reck- 

lessly between Zionists and non- 
Zionists. It is a word, like ** democracy,” 
of ambiguous meaning which every party 
to the controversy uses for is own pur- 
pose. Dr. James Parkes has pointed out 
in several of his books on the Jewish 
problem of our day that assimilation of 
ihe emancipated Jew to his environment 
is necessary, healthy, and desirable. The 
Jewish citizen must integrate himself im 
the civil and social life, the institutions, 
and the culture of his country. 

ihe greatest and most inspiring Jewish 
scholar of the last generation, Solomon 
Schechter, who insisted most forcefully 
on a tlvimnge and conscious Judaism, 
pointed the same _ lesson. In his 
declaration of faith about Zionism, when 
he was im America, he wrote: 

“ By assimilation | do not understand 
what 1s usually understood by Ameri- 
canisation—namely, that every Jew 
should do his best to acquire the English 
language ; that he should study American 
history, and make himself acquainted 
with the best productions of American 
literature: that he should be a -law- 
abiding citizen, thoroughly appreciating 
the privilege of being a member of this 
ereat commonwealth, and fully prepared 
io discharee the dutics of American 


citizenship.” 
Zionism as a Bulwark 


On the other hand. he welcomed 
as a bulwark against an assimila- 
tion which meant the loss of dently, 
“or that process of dismtceration which. 
passing throvgh various degrees of 
defiance of all Jewish tradition and of 
disloyalty Israel's history and its mis- 
sion, terminates variously im different 
lands.” When assimilation.of the hie 
and culture of the environment gocs so 
lar aS to take away the 
of a special Jewish tradition and a dts- 
tinctive Jewish culture, so that Judaism 
as a religion is reduced to a vague and 
gencral creed, pe Judaism as a way of

meaning, then it imvoives the loss of 
identity and a fatal disintegration of the 
community. It is that extreme assiila- 
tion which the spiritual Zionrsts 
Schechter and Ahad Ha'am. and then 
followers, have denounced It would.

emancipated and enjoy cqual ciuizenship 
in almost every counuy, sought to 
separate themselves and to emphasise 
their differences in various aspects of 
civic and social life. As Aristotle taught, 
of all the viriwwes, excellence 15 to be lourd 
in a mean between two extremes. 


Assimilation of Judaism 


Schechter went on to port out, in 
another of his addresses about Zionrm., 
a graver and more tatal kind of assimila- 
tion. in the Zionst Movement itself. 
‘ There is such a thing as the assimuila- 
tion. of Judaism, even as there is such a 
thing as the assimilation of the Jew: and 
the former. ts bound to happen when 
region is looked upon as a neelieible 
quantity. When Judaism is onc 
lated, the Jew will surely follow in its 
wake, and Jew and Judaism will perish 
(he All that is COMse quence o' 
preaching an aspect of nationalitm more 
in harmony with Roman and  <imrlas 
modern models than with Jewish ideas 
and ideals.”

| firmiv believe that -ihe-. special prob- 
lems aliecting Jews superimp sed on the 
difficulties of marriage affecting all mem- 
bers of the community to-day, should 
lead to the necessity of setting up such 
a Marriage Guidance Council concerned 
with the psychok orcal, and 
scxual problems of marriage, in addition 
to its rehgious n. tact, because 
ol their special attitude to some of these 
problems, a Roman Catholic Marriage 
Guidance has been set up—as. distinct 
from the National Marriage Guidance 
Councils. 

Clearly, from the information given. 
Rabbi. Jakobovits .docs not intend hi: 
COU ncil io serve ihest purposes lf my 
interp retation i8 Correct. the title ol his 
body should be “ Jewish Marriage Ritual 
Observance Society,” or some similar 
title 

i am not prepared to discuss either 
the necessity or the usefulness of such 
body as he proposes, but at a ume when 
the Denning report has given prominence 
to Marriage Guidance Councils, it seems 
a great pity to use a tile that has a 
clearly defined meaning in the minds of 
most people who have heard the name 
at all, for a purpose which is entirely 
different, 

As to the strictures which your cor- 
respondent. lays down on the. work of 
the “League of Jewish Womanhood,” | 
entirely agree that their documents 
should be sent only to those who ask 
for them. Far from dome useful work, 
the unsolicited receipt of those pamphiets 
by girls without a historical perspective 
has in many cases produced an emotion 
of either nausea or ridicule. The League 
is damaging its own case by ils indis- 
criminate and tactless propaganda. This 
kind of work cannot be successfully done 
by correspondence, but a. properly. con- 
stituted Jewish Marriage Guidance 
Course can emphasise, m_. accordance 

with modern thought, ihe religious 
aspects of sexual hygiene without giving 
offence—and, in fact, making a clear dis- 
tinction between myth and ritual.

DEMAND TO OUTLAW 
ANTI-SEMITISM 


‘Don’t Advertise Mosley! ’ 


[By a Jewisn Curonicte Reporter] 


Differing views as to the ease with 
which effective legislation to ban 
propagation of anti-Semitism could be 
introduced were expressed by Mr. D. N. 
K.C.. P.. and Mrs. B. Ayrton 
Gould, M.-P. when they spoke at a 
demonstration organised '-y the National 
Council of Civil Liberties at the K ings- 
way Hall on Wednesday of last week to 
demand that the preaching of anti- 
Semitism be made illegal. 

Mr. H. L. Austin, M-P., declared that 
extraordinary licence had ‘been given to 
the enemics of democracy, and he felt 
that Mr. Chuter Ede, the Home Secre- 
tary, was very woolly and rambling on 
the question of Fascism. 


Additional Powers 


The Home Secretary had declared, 
added Mr. Austin, that if necessary he 
would ask for additignal powers. 
majority of members in the House of 
Commons would be only too pleased to 
give him these powers. The time had 
come for the Government to take action, 
and the first step musi be to make the 
propagation of anti-Semitism tiegal. 

Mr. D. N. Pritt said he believed that 
legislation against Fascism and anti- 
Semitism was practicable. Ii had been 
carried out in other countries. He was 
always a little sceptical when a powerful 
Government told him that nu could not 
pass some legislation: because he knew 
that the moment it wanted to pass legisla- 
tion, it would immediaicly find out the 
way to do it Recalling that he had 
drafted a bill in 1946 and that he had 
sent it to the Home Secretary, Mr. Pritt 
said the whole position was tragic, and 
the Government had been plaving along 
and dome nothing except giving pro- 
tection to the Fascisis 

“ | would like a wider Bill,’ declared 
Mr. Pritt, “ against the whole of Fascist 
and anti-Semitic activities, but if the 
Government is prepared to legislate 
against anti-Semitism the Bill would deal 
a very serious blow against the Fascists 
im this country. I. beheve the Govern- 
ment can be made to give way in this 
matter. 


The Question of Legislation 


Mrs. B. Ayrton Gould said legislation 
against Fascism and anti-Semitism was 
not quite as simple as was thought. 
There were many ways of making an 
anti-Scmitic speech without being 
caught. In Edgware the people of the 
Freedom League always spoke of 
“ foreigners ” if they thought that it was 
not wise to talk about Jews, and the 
words “Jew” and “forcigner™ had 
become synonymous. Mrs. Gould was 
very sorry to see that anti-Semitism was 
growing in this country, not so much, 
she believed, because of Mosiey, but 
because of the shortages and discom- 
forts, as it was so easy to put the blame 
on the Jews. “ We should see that, if 
possible, not such a lot of trouble is 
made at Mosley’s meetings,” she said.

To the Editor of Tere 
From Rabbi Dr. 5. FISCH 


Sin,—What surprises me most is that 
it has taken us 78 years to realise that 
to place the sole authority over rel.gious 
and ecclesiasucal matters m the hands of 
one man constitutes a definite breach of 
Jewish Law.

"A well-known Mishna in Aboth (iv, 10) 
states: “ Judge not alone, for none may 
judge alone save One; neither say to thy 
judicial colleagues, accepi my view, they 
may say so, but it ss now for thee to 
impose thy view upon them. 

ast experience of the Chief Rabbinate 
in England has shown how easy it 1s for 
an incumbent to be swayed by lay- 
dictatorship And this state of affairs 
in the Metropolis is quite naturally re- 
produced in muniature m the Provinces 
with results disastrous for the whole 
structure of Judaism. I recall a special 
conference of Rabbis convened by thre 
Federation of Synagogues and the Union 
of Orthodox Cong eqations some years 
ago to consider a resolution of the Board 
of Deputies aimed at arranging for the 
introducuon of a Bill wm Parhament 
which would have the effect of giving to 
the Chief Rabbi the exclusive power to 
licence Shochtim. Ihe Board's pro- 
posal mghily aroused a storm of resent- 
ment; the writer of these lines remem- 
bers well the words uttered by the then 
Chief Rabbi of Eire, Rabb: Dr. Herzog: 
“We dare not entrust the Shulchan 
Aruch to one man. The present incum- 
bent of the Chief Rabbinate may be 
a and ‘Tom. but who 
knows what kind of man his successor 
will be.” This view was then shared by 
all Rabbanim present, and the result was 
the introduction of the regulation still 
in force whereby the power of licensing 
Shochtim is invested in a commussion 
consisting of the Chief Rabbi. his Beth

Our communities have consistently 
refrained from participating in the elec- 
tion of a Chief Rabbi, bui we have all 
along made it clear that our support for 
his office and standing depends upon the 
appointment of an Orthodox Jewish per- 
sonality who stands above sectional in- 


terests and with whom we can co-operate 
without intermediaries in matters affect- 
ing the community at large. We have 
been quite content to await the appornt- 
ment and thereafter to arrange with the 
Chief Rabbi a continuation of the good 
relations existing between our autono- 
mous communities and his high office. 
In view, however, of the pr is 
now published, su ing that the future 
Chief Rabb: shall ve to consult with 
lay organisations, especially such as will 
be controlled by the administrators of 
the United Syna we cannot fail 
to discern that the chances of our estab- 
lishing friendly and co-operative relations 
with the religious spokesman of Anglo- 
Jewry are being undermined from the 


outset. 

We do not propose seeking the friend- 
ship of the Hon. Officers of the United 
Synagoeuc, in whose allegiance to tradi- 


tional Judaism and wider statesmanship 
we have littl faith. Should the future 
Chief Rabbi be constrained to refer mat- 
ters under discussion between us. even 
if only in the first instance and for con- 
sultative purposes, to so-called Advisory 
Committees and Councils of the type we 
may expect. then we should reluctantly 
have to come to the conclusion that the 
office of the Chief Rabbi had ceased to 


exist. 

The late Dr. Hertz was in the habit 
of warning his friends that he would 
probably be the last in the illustrious line 
of Chief Rabbis, and he used to forctell 
the exact kind of stranelcholds with 
which any successor would be bound. 

We should certainly not be a party to 
misleading the public, either inside or 
outside the community, thai the bearer 
of such a phantom office was indeed the 
religious leader of British Jewry.

Siz,—In his letter printed io your issuc 
of February 20, Dr. Bernard Homa indi- 
cates an opimmon which may wel! merit 
examination as to the desirability of 
transferring to the Beth Din powers at 
present vested in the Chief Rabbi. But 
he adduces in support of his arguments 
Statements which should not go un- 
corrected. 

To say that the provisions of the Deed 
of Foundation an rust relating to the 
authority of the Chicf Rabbi were “ con- 
trary to the desire of Parliament” is 
quite untrue. Parlament did consider 
these provisions unsuitable for enactment 
as part of the law of the land, but it 
did not express disapproval of thom, and 
left the United Synagogue perfectly free 
to imcorporate them in its coastitation 
by its own machinery as it thought fit. 
In point of fact, at iis very first meeting 
the Council of the United Synagogue 
decided that it was in honour bound to 
take steps to include in its Constitution 
those provisions which the constituent 
synagogues had desired to be included, 
but which Parliament had struck out, and 
instructed its Honoraty Officers to draw 
up the Deed of Foundation and Trust 
accordingly

Many more 
quotations from the statements of leading 
scientists and medical men on this ques- 
tion can be found. In the face of this 
overwhelming scientific testimony, might 
it not be possible that your Doctor's 
anti-traditional attitude also darkened 
his scientific judgment? 

Be that as it may, the aim of the 
Jewish marriage laws of Tahara is holi- 
ness, and as far as the holiness of Jewish 
family life is concerned, even our worst 
enemies cannot deny that it was the 
chastity and piety of our Jewish women 
—based on these very laws of Tahara— 
which made the tents of Jacob veriable 
sanctuaries of life. How, then, can any- 
one dare to say that the marriage guid- 
ance given by the “League of Jewish 
Womanhood,’ which jis based on the 
laws of the forah. hardly falls within 
the category of wise guidance? With 
all the vaunted exper, advice on medical 


and physiological grounds, we have not 
seen any resuiis as far as the happiness 
of family life inside and outside Jewry 
is concerned. Ili is the religious and 
spiritual foundation of married life which 
has been shatiered in our days and 
which the leading social and religious 
leaders of our days try to restore again. 
And tt is gentrally recognised in ‘this 
connection that Israel's holy taws of 
matrimony and family life can give a 
lead to mankind. How sad, therefore, 
to see a Jewish doctor sneer, in utter 
lack of understanding. at the Spiritual 
fortress of his own people! 

It is time that the conspiracy of silence 
should, be broken which prevenis. our 
Rabbis and Ministers from dealing freely 
and straightforwardly with these funda- 
menial issues for t survival of our 
people, and from that point of view the 
letter of your “ Doctor correspondent 
may claim a certain merit, though only 
a negative one. The activities of the 
“League of Jewish Womanhood” as 
well as the marriage guidance course 
inaugurated at the Great Synagogue by 
Rabbi Jakobovits deserve all support. 
Far from being discouraged by such 
letters as that of your “ Doctor” corres- 
pondent, those who work for AW?

Spiration from the sublime words spoken

Some Historical Data

From Dr. CECIL ROTH 


Sre,—The ‘notes on Norwich in your 
issue Of February 20, illustrate the pre- 
sent lack of historical perspective 
in. Anglo-Jewry, now becoming so 
apparent. The Norwich Community, 
which certainly goes back to the middle 
of the eighteenth century (perhaps even 
earlier), was re-established on a per- 
manent basis in 1813: the first recorded 
Minister, Lyon Mordecai, having offici- 
ated from 1823 to 1844. It was a re- 
Organisation only that took place in 
1840-1 (the date 1842 does not eniecr mio 
the question), and a new synagogue was 
built in 1848. It is, therefore, in the 
centennial year that the present place of 
worship has been dedicated, though the 
coincidence was overlooked, 

The statement that, in the thirteenth 
century, Isaac of Norwich (who died 
apparently in 1234, not 1247), owned a 
special quay for the use of his merchant 

‘ps, would revoluuonise our concep- 
tion of the functions and importance of 
medieval Anglo-Jewry, if it were truc. 
But it is not: though one would be tnter- 
ested to know the origin of this ludicrous 
legend

he work of the Child Guidance 

Clinics—the number of which will need to 
be greatly increased if the duty of local 
education authorities to provide appro- 

iately for maladjusted children is to 
fulfilled —indicates in their staffing 
requirements an interesting combination 
of psychological skills: usually a part- 
time psychiatrist, a half-time psycholo- 
gist, and a full-time psychiatric social 
worker with the necessary ancillary staff. 

The basic training of psychiatrists is 
undertaken by many universities, and for 
work in child guidance clinics a further 
course in child psychiatry is undertaken 
in association with child guidance 
training centres or clinics. 


One Year's Training 


The necessary specialised post-graduate 
training for educational psychologists for 
child guidance clinic work is usually of 
one year’s duration and open to can- 
didates with an Honours degree, prefer- 
ably in psychology, who have had 
teaching experience. Local education 
authorities have been authorised to 
second and pay the salaries of tcachers, 
accepted by a University or traming 
institution for such a course of tramuing 
for a period of one year. The main 
course of training for social 
workers is that undertaken by the Lon- 
don School of Economics. 

For students, who are interested in 
the prospects of a career at a child 
guidance clinic, the publication of 
“Child Gurdance” by Dr. Wilham 
Moodie (Cassell, 4s: 6d.) is very timely. 
The author is regarded as a pioncer of 
English child guidance clinics.

Jewish Cookery 
LEMONS 


It is good to have a plentiful supply 
of lemons again. Both juice and rind 
make weicome additions to so many 
sweet and savoury dishes. 

Sprinkled over baked or steamed fish 
before cooking, the juice not only gives 
a good flavour but makes the fish 
creamy white. 

Use both rind and juice to flavour 
apples or prunes. Use the rind finely 
grated in cakes and biscuits. 

If lemons are thoroughly heated before 
squeezing, you will get double the 
amount of juice. If they are to be 
kept for any length of time, put ‘hem 
in a giass jar of cold water and screw 
down. If the water becomes cloudy, 
renew it. 

Ege and Lemon Sauce 

Use this over stewed fish and with 
boiled chicken, when it can be served 
cold or hot. 

Mix 2 teaspoonfuls cornflour or arrow- 
root smoothly with the strained juice of 
2 lemons; add } pt. hot fish stock or 
chicken broth; stir over a gentle heat 
till boiling, and simmer for 3 minutes. 
Remove from the heat and when slighily 
cooled pour on to 2 lightly eaten 
reconstituted eggs. Stand the basin over 
a saucepan of hot water over a gentle 
heat and stir till it thickens, but do 


not reboil. 
Lemon Curd 


Margarine 3 oz., sugar 4 oz. 2 
medium-sized lemons, 2 eggs—shell or 
reconstituted. — 

Pur the margarine, sugar, finely grated 
rind, and strained juice of the lemons 
into a small basin, and place in a sauce- 
of water over a moderate heat. 

‘hen the sugar has dissolved, add the 
well-beaten eggs and continue stirring 
till the mixture thickens, but do not boil. 
Pour into a dry jar and tie down when 
cold. Will keep 3 or 4 weeks. 


Small Lemon Puddings 

Margarine 2 oz., sugar 2 oz., self- 
raising flour 4 oz., 14 reconstituted eggs, 
grated rind of a lemon, lemon juice | 
baking powder 4 teaspoon- 
ul. 

CreaAM the margarine and sugar, add 
the grated lemon rind, lemon juice, and 
lightly beaten egg. Sieve the flour and 
baking powder, and mix it m. If the 
mixture is at all dry, add a spoonful of 
water. Turn into six greased castle pud- 
ding tins and bake in a hoi oven for 15 
to 20 minutes. Serve with lemon sauce. 

Lemon Sauce. Blend 2 teaspoonfuls 
of. cornflour or arrowroot with the juice 
of a lemon; pour pt. boiling water 
over; add the grated rind of the lemon 
and sugar or saccharine to taste. Stir 
till boiling and simmer for 3 minutes.

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LEAP YEAR 


By AUNTIE 


SHIS. year in both the Jewish and 
‘| civil calendars, we are celebrating 
Leap Year. 1 think a short ex- 
lanauon will be helpful. The Jewish 
ear w regulated by the movements of 
the moon, that is, i takes 29} days for 
the moon to revolve round the carth. sO 
we sometimes have 29 and. sometimes 30 
days to our month. On the other hand, 
the civil year iw regulated by the sun, 
and it takes the earth approximatcly. 365} 
days to revolve round the sun, so every 
four years (with the exception of century 
years) one day i added to adjust the 
quarters. There is a further exception 
to this rule. inasmuch as century years 
are leap years if the first two figures of 
the year are divisible by four: that is to 
say. the year 2000 will be a leap year, 
althouch |9)) was not. 
Jewish Leap Year adds one whole 
month (an cxira Adar) It falls in 
imervals of two years or three years, 
and serves to adjust the solar and lunar 
years. this ensures that Pesach 1s always 
Celebrated ai the- right time in spring, 
when the baticy is opening in Eretz 
Yisrac!, and Succot in the early autumn 
when [ryits are gathered. So this year 
We are havine two months of Adar 
Did you ever hear, at school. this 
gory of how King Alfred made a clock? 
He was a very hard-working man, and 
he wanted to divide the 24 hours of the 
y. s© that he could give a fair share 
of his time to work, another share to 
bunting, cating, talking, and singing, and 
a last share to sleep. _As there were no 
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clocks to tell the time, the King had 


candles made with iron rings round them. 
The time taken for one candle to burn 
from one ring to the next was exactly 
an hour. 

With his candle clocks the King 
divided his day into three parts, eight 
hours each for work, pleasure, and sle p. 
But many draughts blew through the 
King’s home, for glass had not then been 
made to use for windows. These 
draughts blew the flame of the King's 
lamp backwards and forwards when he 
wanted to read. so he invented a candle 
shield made of horn, and then he was 
able to read and study. 

Issachar’s Flag | 

During the march of the Israelites, in 
their 40 years’ wandering in the wilder- 
ness, each tribe adopted a flag. Issachar 
chose a black flag and on it were the 
two pictures of the sun and the moon; 
and it is interesting to note that from 
this tribe sprang the learned men who 
studied astronomy and the science of the 
calendar, 

An interesting legend in the Talmud 
tells us that the sun and moon were 
originally created equal, and they iin the 
world with an equal power; bul the moon 
became dissatisfied and wanted to. be 
greater than the sun. Then God punished 
the moon and decreed that it should have 
but one-sixtieth part of its lieht. But 
God compensated the moon for the loss 
of light by promising that in the future 
the Israchies would always celebrate 
New Moon (Rosh Hodesh)., and that the 
calendar should be based on the course 
of the moon. 

The Jews in ancient Palestine always 
looked anxiously for the first appearance 
of the New Moon, as by that sign they 
fixed the date. There were great rejoic- 
ings, special prayers were said (the 
Prayer Book contains the blessings said 
each month). bonfires were lit to tell the 
people, and from hill to hill the country 
glowed when the New Moon, the founda- 
uon of our Jewish Calendar, appeared.

adopted, deciding not to proceed 
to vote for the adoption of the report 
until the delegates of the Federation had 
heen invited to attend a further mecting 
of the conference. 

At last Sunday's conference, all the 
Federation's representatives attended and 
the Federation's case was put by Mr. 
Turner. 


Federation's Case 


The Federation, he said, maintained 
that in accordance with Jewish law it 
was wrong for one man, no matter how 
eminent, to have the right to override 
the majority decision of a Beth Din. The 
Federation had been assured unim- 
peachable authority that from Talmudi- 
cal times onward Jewish religious law 
was clear on this subject. A single Rabbi 
in his community was the = religious 
authority. But where in addition to the 
Rabbi an officially recognised Beth Din 
existed in a community, no one man, 
especially the Av Beth Din, as the Chief 
Rabbi was described in the suggested 
contract, had the authority to override 
a majority decision of such a Beth Din. 
Neither had he the right to pronounce 
on matters of Jewish law without con- 
sulting them. 

They suggested, therefore, that all pro- 
nouncements and rulings on matters of 
Halachah should be made by the Chief 
Rabbi only after consultation with a 
properly constituted Beth Din, and that 
no ruling should be given by him 
which was contrary to the opinion of the 
majority of the members of such a Beth 
D 


in. 
The Federation ro realised that such 
a proposal constituted a departure from 
precedent; but they maintained that the 
precedent was wrong; that it was not in 
accordance with Jewish tradition and 
Jewish law. Neither was it the system 
best suited for present-day needs. They 
suggested, therefore, that the Deed of 
Foundation and Trust of the U nited 
Synagogue should be altered so as to 
accord with Jewish tradition and Jewish 
law 


Counter-Proposal 


The United Synagogue representatives 
made a counter-proposal that the Federa- 
tion of Synagogues or any other syna- 
gogal body should have the right not to 
accept the ruling of the Chief Rabbi 
where such a rulemg was not in accord- 
ance with the majority decision of the 
Beth Din. After discussion, the repre- 
sentatives of the Federation of Syna- 
gogues felt that this proposal was not 
acceptable, for the reason that a Chief 
Rabbi could then proceed to give rulings 
on matters of communal interest, not 
directly. affecting the Federation, but 
which might be regarded by the Federa- 
tion or any other secuon of the com- 
munity as inimical to Orthodox Judaism 
in general. 

Any objection by the -Federation of 
Synagogues or any other synagogal body 
would then be disregarded. Indeed, it 
could not even be validly made, since 
the issue would not be one which affected 
the Federation directly as a synagugal 
body. The principle of consultation 
with the Beth Din and adherence to the 
majoriy decision must either be accepted 
comnictely o1 rejected. To accept it as 
a ruline which applied to one section of 
the community alone but not to another, 
would in practice render the whole 
principle ineffective and ludicrous. 

After their decision had been conveyed 
to the representatives of the United Syna- 
gogue. no further discussions Or mecungs 
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with them (the Federation) had taken 


ace. 

The Federation wished to make a 
proposal which they regarded as a happy 
compromise, one which would safeguard 
the religious principle by which they 
stood, and yet at the same time did not 
ask the United Synagogue to alter their 
Deed of Foundation and Trust. They 
suggested that the clauses (quoted above) 
should be incorporated in the contract 
which would be drawn up with the Chief 
Rabbi under paragraph 16 of the report 
as additional sub-sections. 

Furthermore, said Mr. Turner, they 
regarded it as absolutely essential that the 
nature of the Beth Din’s composition 
should be settled before the appointment 
of the Chief Rabbi and such arrange- 
ment should be incorporated im the con- 
tract made with him. 


The Beth Din 


They had used the expression “ repre- 
sentative Beth Din” and they thought it 
was essential to clarify what they meant 
by this term. At present the London 
Beth Din was appoinicd and maintained 
by the United Synagogue. The larger 
Provincial communities had Batei Din of 
their own, and while they of the Federa- 
tion were in wholchearted agreement 
that there should be but one Beth Din 
for London, they maintained that this 
Beth Din should be appointed by repre- 
sentatives of the whole of the London 
community, and should not be constituted 
and maintained by one section of the 
community. They suggested, therefore, 
that in addition to the Dayanim 
appointed by the United Synagogue, 
there should be Rabbis representing the 
Federation of Synagogues on the Beth 
Din, with equal nghts and authority to 
the other members. But, further- 
more, they suggested that whenever an 
issue affecting the whole of Anglo-Jewry 
was under discussion by the Chief Rabbi 
and the Beth Din, the presiding Rabb: 
of each Provincial Beth Din should be 
invited to attend, and should be accorded 
equal status and authority to his London 
colleagues. 

They felt that this constitution of a 
representative Beth Din should constitute 
a clause in the agreement made with the 
Chief Rabbi. 

Mr. A. Bornstein seconded 

Sir Robert Waley Cohen ruled that the 
first resolution was out of order because 
the question of the Beth Din was not 
before them, and that the conference was 
not empowered to discuss the competence 
of the Beth Din. 

He had not yet seen or heard an 
authoritative statement, said Mr. Lionel! 
L. Cohen, that it was against the Jewish 
law that the Chief Rabbi shall have sole 
authority in deciding religious matters. 

On the suggestion of Alderman Moss. 
the President agreed io take the third 
resolution first. 


No Secession 


Alderman Moss expressed the - ho 
that wrespective of what might be 4 a 
conterence’s decision on this resolution 
it would not necessarily mean that if it 
were defeaicd the Federation would 
immediately decide to secede from the 
conference, but that they would pay 
attenuon to the viewpomt of the 
iajoriy. (Applause.) 

Sir Robert Watley 
question was: should they: substitute the 
majority of the Beth Din for the authority 
of the Chief Rabbi as he had stood tor 
120 years? 

After further discussion, the resolu- 
ion. was put to the vote and defcated. 

Sir Robert said he would ask the 
Federation whether they were prepared 
to abide by the constitution without those 
words being added. If they were not 
going to abide by that constitution. then 
he was not prepared, ard he did not 
think the Executive Committee would be 
prepared, to continue to consult with 
them regarding the appoimtment of a 
Chief Rabbi. 

Alderman Moss asked Sir Robert not 
to ‘request a reply from the Federation 
that afternoon. It was patent, he said, 
that if at the proper time they said hey 
would not accept. the majority decision, 
they could not come along the same path 
with them. 


A “Yalueless Adjournment” 


Sir Robert ureed that they should 
settle this issue, saying that they had had 
one absoluicly valucless adjournment. 

Mr. Harry Samucis moved that the 
conierence, before calling on the Federa- 
tion for an answer on that point, should 
vote on the second suggestion of the 
Federation. 

Sir Robert. said he could not accept 
this proposal. This was not a sudden 
situation. The offer made by their 
Commitiee, representing the whole com- 
munity, was considered by the Federa- 
tion. They took i back, and their 
Executive Committee decided that they 
could not participate in the Rabbinate 
unless these changes were made in the 
relations between the other bodies and 
the Chief Rabbi. The Committee, Hon. 
Officers, and Executive Committee of the 
United Synagogue took the view that the 
views of the Federation on the problems 
connected with the Rabbinate could not 
be considered, if they were not prepared 
to accept the authority and support the 


Cohen said the. 


‘would 


Rabbinate. That being so, it would only 
confuse counsel for thai conference w 
consider their views on other matiers if, 
notwithstanding the rejection of their 
proposal, they still refused to recognise 
the authority of the Chief Rabbi. 
Alderman Moss seconded Mr. Harry 
Samuels’s motion. A 
Sir Robert said they had had a decision 
on clause three—wheiher or not they 
should substitute the authority of ihe 


majority Of the Beth Din for that of the 
Chief Rabbi. He did not think it neces- 
sarily followed from that that the 


Federation were not prepered to bow 
to the wishes of the majority. It seemed 
to him important that they should know 
if they were, because if they were not 
prepared to recognise the authority of 
the Chief Rabbi, then it seemed only an 
embarrassment to have their views on 
matiers connected wih the Rabbinate 
which they were not in any way support- 
ing. If they accepted the decision of the 
great majority of that mecting, they 
would be able to get along with then 
work. But if they would not do tha! 
they ought to ask them to withdraw from 
their deliberations, and consider the other 
problems connected with the Rabbinate 
without their assistance. 


Mr. Wright 
said Mr. Aaron Wright. 


that. the Federation’s representatives 
answered “ No,” he feared that Sir 
Robert might then give a ruling that they 
thereby excluded themselves from the 
conierence. But there were strong argu- 
ments for saying that that ruling would 
not be a correct onc. . 

Mr. J. Slutsky (of the Federation) said 
ff the conference accepted the second 
amendment, they would go to thei: 
Council and present the amended report, 
and ask them to say that their point of 
view was equally saleguarded by the 
compromise embodied in the report, 
namely, that the Federation could dissent 
from any ruling of the Chief Rabbi on 
Jewish law if it was contrary to the 
opinion of the Beth Din. The whole 
problem hinged on the mode of appoint- 
ment of the Beth Din. If the conference 
passed their amendment then it was 
clearly established that the Beth Din 
musi be a fully representative Beth Din. 
That left room for the possibility of 
agrecment. 


Assuming, 


Suggested Adjournment 


As, said Sir Robert, there was a possi- 
bility of the Federation accepting. the 
compromise of the United Synagogue, he 
suggesied that they should. adjourn to 
allow the Federation to consult their 
Executive, and see if they were prepared 
to accept this clause that was offcred 
them by the Commitice as a compromise 
if they did accept it, they would all be 
delighted to go on conferring with them 
But he made it clear that clause two 
was unacceptable to the United Syna- 
gogue or to any of the other syna- 
gogues who had a similar constitution, 
and he thought it would be a pity to go 
on discussing # in this form 

Alderman Moss moved that the con- 
ference should not adjourn until after it 
had an opportunity of discussing and 
deciding. on clause iwo of the Federa 
tion's proposals. 

Mr. Isaac Landau seconded. 

No vote was taken on the motion, Sir 
Roberi allowing discussion on resolution 
two, but the Federations amendment 
was put to the vote and lost 

Alderman Moss moved his amendment 
as recorded at the beginning of this 
report. 

Sir Robert. said that in the form sug- 
gested by Alderman Moss, the resolution 
would not necessarily be contrary to the 
constituuon of the United Synagogue, 
though he did not feel clear that " was 
with it. He thought they would have 
to study this point. If it was contrary, 
then the Council of the United Syna- 
goguc, to whom this body reported, 
naturally say that could not 
participate in the arrangements on that 
basis. 


Amendment Carried 


Sir Robert said that Alderman Moss's 
amendment would come under clause 
14 (b) of the report. 

Alderman Moss's amendment was then 
put to the conference and carried, 

Sir Robert then moved the original 
report of the Commitice and us recom- 
mendations. 


The conference dealt with the report. 


of the Committee clause by clause. 

Mr. M. J. Turner urged that the words 
“wulumate and unfettered decision” 
should be left out of clause 16(r) and 
that the clause should stand as it origin- 
ally was. 

Ihe President said that the conference 
had decided that it wished ihe Chief 
Rabbi's final and unfettered decision on 
rehgwious questions and, in accordance 
with that decision, he ureed that they 
must leave these words in. They could 
not, he thought, compromise on. that 
expression. It would be very wrong and 
create misundersianding if they now left 
these words out, 

The amendment was defeated. 

The conference decided to set up a 
Committee to consider jtems 3 and 4 on 
the agenda—the question of voting righis 
and the steps to be taken to select and 
appom a Chief Rabbi.

accordingly. in order to provide im- 
mediately for the carrying on of Pales- 
tirvre’s normal international trade, the 

ernment will make available from 
those balances during the remaining 
period of the Mandate and subsequenily 
the resources which they are satisfied are 


immediate requirements 
£7,000,000 are being released, in order to 
rovide £4.000,000 as working balances 
or the banks in Palesimme and, £3,000,000 
to be used ether with current accruals 
of sterling which will be at Palcstine’s 
disposal for current expenditure until the 
middle of May. The amounts of these 
releases have been arrived at after care- 
ful consideration and consultation with 
the present administration, and His 
Majesty's Government are satisfied that 
they should prove sufficient to enable 
Palestine to meet all her essential needs 
during that period 


Future Policy 


“Future policy for release from the 
sterlineg balances will be the subject of 
consultation between His Majesty's 
Governments representative at the 
United Nations, Sir Alexander Cadogan, 
and the Commission for Palestine which 
has been established by the Unit d 
Nations, and the views of the Commis- 
sion will be given full cons:deration in 
the formation of policy im regard to 
future releases. As soon as the Joint 
Feonomic Board is established, His 
Majesty s Government will also initiave 
discussions with the Boa d for the same 
purpose. 

“ In the special circumstances of Pales- 
tine, where His Majesty's Government 
must assume that. for a period at least, 
a thorough and comprehensive exchange 
control will be lacking, the blocking of 
the balances would not enturrely safeguard 
the resources of Palestine, or of the 
Sterling area. If His Majesty's Govern- 
ment allowed a situation to continue in 
which leakages could occur, they would 
not be carrying out their’ responsibilities 
to the sterling area or to Palestine. His 
Majesty s Governm nm, therefore, con- 
sider it desirable that Palestine should 
not remaim a member of the sterling area 
and she has ceased to be a member from 
Ff. bruary 22. the date on which the 
balances have been blocked. Should 
the successor Governments desire ut. His 
Majesty s Government will be ready to 
discuss with them the question of their 
readmission to the sterling area 

“ As regards currency arran7ements, 
the existing Currency Board, subject to 
any necessary changes in procedure, will 
continue to function in the interests of 
the holders of currency and of Palestine 
generally, pending an orderly transition 
io whatever arranacments may in due 
course be made for the future minade- 
ment of the currency The Govern- 
ment hope it will be possible for the 
United Nations Commission, if they so 
desire, to appoint a representative to act 
a5 -an observer at the deliberations of the 
Currency Board 


Position of Transjordan 


His Majesty's Government and the 
Transjordan Government have been in 
consultation as to the position arising out 
of the departure of Palestine from. the 
sterling Owing to the fact that 
Paiestine currency 18 also the currency 
of Transjordan, n is technically impos- 
s ble for Transjordan to remain in the 
sterling area when Palestine leaves it. and 
arrangements are being made accord- 
ingly, in agreement between. the two 
Governments. The Transjordan Gove: n- 
ment have, however, imformed His 
Majesty's Government that they intend 
to make such currency and exchange con- 
trol arrangements as will enabfe Trans- 
jordan to return to the sterling area 

“Hrs Mayesty’s Government have 
undertaken to give all poss ble help and 
advice to this end, and in the meantime 
to continue to provide tor the necessary 
foreign exchange requirements of Trans- 
jordan, and to do everything in their 
power to minimise any inconvenience to 
Transjordan Government! and 


POLITICAL BLOW TO 
YISHUY 


[From our Correspondent-—TEL-Aviy] 


Ihe exclusion of Palestine from the 
Sterling Area, arbitrarily and without 
prior negouation, is regarded here as 
being part of Britain's political war 
aga the United Nations partition 
decision. Economic experts in the Yishuv, 
however, are confident that the first shock 
will be rapidly overcome. Having toured 
the Tel-Aviv banks, I find that very :ew 
Jews are withdrawing their moncy, and 
even they are confidently expected to re- 
deposit it in the course of a few days 

{ am informed that advices from Lon- 
don urge British merchants to discontinue 
sales of goods to Jews, the ostensible 
reason being the “unsafe” financial situa- 
tion that has arisen.

THE REGULATIONS 
EXPLAINED 


[From our Dipiomatic Correspondent| 
Although Palestine has been excluded 


from the sterling area, the Palestine 
Curr Board “is to continue to be 
regard as resident in the United 
Kingdom and their sterling assets treated 
accordingly.” 

It was laid down the United 
Nations resolution that the two succes- 


sor States—Arab and Jewish—are to 
have a joint economy, currency being 
one of the ingredients of that joint 
economy. The Joint Economic Board 
which is to be set up was vested with 
the issuing authority. It was, therefore 
agreed that the Palestine Currency Board 
shall continue temporarily to function. 
The Palestine pound, accordingly, still 
remains closely linked to the pound 
sterling and Palestine currency is redeem- 
able in sterling. 

The reason given for the measure 
announced by ihe Treasury. that Pales- 
tine’s sterling balances (now totalling 
£100.000.000) were being drawn on too 
rapidly and would be needed for the 
future development of the country, ts 
pozziing in view of the fact that Pales- 
tine’s economy has always been rigidly 
controlled. by the Mandatory Power, and 
the accumulation or dissipation of sterl- 
ing balances was largely under Govern- 
ment supervision 

That Palestine would. probably, with 
the termination of the Mandate, be ex- 
cluded from the sterling area for a 


transitional period—in spite of its large. - 


contributions to the sterling area dollar 
pool both through the diamond industry 
and through American Jewry’s vast col- 
lections—was not unforeseen. Jewish 
Agency economic experts in Palestine 
had made preparations to meet the 
situation when it came. What was not 
expected was that it would come at this 
particular moment by unilateral action 
on the part of Great Britain without 
previous consultation with cither the 
Commission or anyone else 


Cabinet Decision 


The decision to take this step was a 
Cabinet one made through the inter- 
departmental Government Committee 
under whose guidance British withdrawal 
from Palestine is being carried out 

The effect of the new regulations. is 
that, generally speaking, th: transfer of 


sterling from this country and other 
countries within the sterling area to 
Palestine. can be effected only . with 
authorisation. Private funds (deposiis 


or current accounts) of Palestinian resi- 
dents in this country are not affected, 
securities of Palestinian res:dents 
held in this country when sold must be 
reinvested in other securities in Britatn. 

The Treasury instructions are valid for 
the interim period tll the termination of 
the Mandate. From that date tll the 
Joint Economic Board comes into being, 
all economic matters, including currency, 
will be administered by the United 
Nations Commission 

Ihe new reguiations have led to a 
small drop in the market prices of shares 
of companies interested in Palestine that 
are quoted in London. The Ben Yehuda 
Street outrage has probably also been a 
depressing factor.

“No Cause for Panic” 

Commenting on the Government 
decision to. place Palestine outside the 
Sterling area, Mr. Eliezer Kaplan, Trea- 
surer of the Jewish Agency. told Palcor 
that the decision did not surprise the 
Jewish Agency, which was aware of this 
intention, and had even, made an effort 
to mreet it. 

“Rut it is difficult to believe.” Mr. 
Kaplan said, “that the Mandatory 
Government, on the eve of the with- 
drawal, would carry out so important a 
measure on a unilateral basis without 
consulting the representatives of the 
people most directly concerned, as well 
as the Implementation Commission. 
There is no precedent for such a one- 


sided action anywhere.” 


The Palestine situation diflered trom 
that of other counties which had left 
the Sterling Bloc in that the surplus was 
largely due to import of Jewish capital 
from abroad, totalling over £70.000.000, 
since the last war, said Mr. Kaplan. He 
could not accept the reasons given, 
hamely, to prevent damaze to the 
country’s financial and economic struc- 
ture. It was a fact that the Palestine 
Government had lately removed all Trea- 
sury surplus, aS well as all movables, 
presumably with the design ot impoverish- 
ing the country. 

Mr. Kaplan said that the announce- 
ment was still subject to a detailed study, 
but he did not s*e any cause for panic; 
the measure could not affect the Palesiine 
bank deposits. nor the value of the 
Palestine pound.
